IRBOSEVELT ACCEPT! 



He Will Arbitrate the Venezu- 
elan Troubles. 



It Is Believed That the Negotiations 

Will Soon Reach a Stage Assum- 
ing a Definite Arrangment and 
Obviating Hostilities. 

London, Dec. 22. — It 1s believed that 
President Roosevelt’s answer to the 
proposal made by the allied powers 
that he arbitrate the Venezuelan is- 
sues has been received in London. 
The strictest secrecy with regard to 
svery phase of the negotiations is pre- 
served, however, and it is impossible 
to make a definite statement, but such 
indications as are obtainable point to 
President Roosevelt’s acceptance of 
the office of arbitrator. 

A constant interchange of cabled 
?rams is proceeding night and day be- 
tween the United States embassy here 
and the' state department at Washing- • 
ton. It is believed that the president’s 
answer will be submitted formally to 
the foreign office Monday. By Wed- 
nesday, unless some unexpected com- 
plications arise. It is believed the ne- 
gotiations will reach a stage assuring 
a definite arrangement and obviating 
hostilities. 

It must be said that the acceptance 
pi the office of arbitrator by President 
Roosevelt would greatly surprise the 
foreign office, which always has been 
doubtful of the issue of the arbitra- 
tion negotiations on account of the be- 
lief that President Roosevelt, or the 
United States, was not willing to un- 
dertake the responsibility thereby in- 
volved. 

Judging from private American ad- 
vices which have been received in 
London President Roosevelt, as arbi- 
trator, would be favorably disposed to- 
ward tne temporary adoption of some 
such method as was arranged with the 
Venezuelan secret mission and com- 
municated to the state department by 
Isaac Seligman. With President Roose- 
velt acting as arbitrator the serious 
objections in the matter of guaran- 
tees, which frequently have been men* 
tioned at the foreign office and in these 
dispatches, would disappear. The for- 
eign office has repeatedly said that the 
great difficulty in its seeing a way to 
agree to a pacific settlement of the. 
Venezuelan trouble was its inability 
to ascertain to what extent the United 
States was willing to assume responsi- 
bility. 

In spite of the fact that Sunday is 
usually sacred to leisure in London's 
diplomatic circle, 8unday it was mark- 
ed -by activity at all the embassies, 
and especially the American, where 
work was in progress all,. Saturday 
night. The promptness with which 
Washington deals with those vital mat- 
ters concerning which prolix pour 
parlers have been interchanged in Eu- 
rope astonishes diplomats here and 
forms an interesting phase of engross- 
ing situation. 

Berlin, Dec. 22. — It has been learned 
aere that the governments of Ger- 
many and Great Britain have adopted 
answers to the proposal to arbitrate 
the Venezuelan issues. These commu- 
nications will be handed to Ambassa- 
dor Tower here and to Charge d’Af- 
faires White in London Monday. A 
press correspondent has learned fur- 
ther that the German answer agrees 
in all substantial effects with the 
British answer and makes no separate 
reservations in behalf of the German 
case. 

Caracas, Dec. 22. — In the name of 
Venezuela President Castro has signi- 
fied, acceptance pf the* appointment of 
President Roosevelt to' arbitrate the 
V^eniezuelan difficulty. 

Port of Spain, Trinidad, Dec. 22. — 
The blockade of Venezuelan ports was 
begun with an effective force at mid- 
night baturday night. The British 
have the cruisers Indefatigable; Alert 
and Tribune, the special service steam- 
er Columbine and the torpedo boat 
destroyer Rocket along the coast. The 
cruiser AriadnCi; the flagship of Vice 
Adm. Douglas, is here and will remain 
here. All the British operations wifi 
be directed from Trinidad. 

The ^cruiser Vinetft,^ the .German 
flagship, left here Sunday mofnlng for 
:La, Guayra to reinforce the German 
gruisers Gazelle, Panther atad Faljjte 
and the training ship-Stosph. TRe 1 
Charlotte, another training ship, h&p 
left here for St. Lucia,; her,, presence 
on theTjfbckade apparently Tfeing un- 
necessary. 

The United States battleships Kear-- 
sarge and Alabama arrived here Run* 
day jifterpoon. Their appearance pro- 
voked considerable’ comment On shore, 
but wnen Adm. Higginson called upon 
the acting governor pf Trinidad and 
the commander of the . British ships he 
took occasion to explain that the visit 
to this port of the American men-of- 
war was part of the usual winter trip 
of the squadron. As the American 
vessels entered the harbor the Char- 
lotte saluted Adm. Higginson’s flag, 
a courtesy which was also extended 
.by the English J ships. 1 The salutes 
were returned.

FIFTY-SE VENTH C ONGRESS. 

Second Session, 

Washington, Dec. 18. — Senate. — The 
senate Wednesday passed the pension 
appropriation bill without discussion. 
It carries 8139,847,000. An urgent de- 
ficiency bill also was passed. The 
amount carried by this bill is $1,148,- 
400, and includes an item of $500,000 
to enable the secretary of agriculture 
to stamp out the foot and mouth dis- 
ease, which has become epidemic in 
the New England states. At 2 o’clock, 
Mr. Keen, of New Jersey, called up the 
resolutions expressing the regret of the 
Benate at the death of the late Senator 
Sewell of New Jersey, and ffelingly 
spoke of the life and charactei of the 
deceased. He was followed by several 
other senators, and as a further mark 
of respect an adjournment was taken 
until Saturday. 

House. — The legislative appropria- 
tion bill, with the following amend- 
ment to enforce the Sherman anti- 
trust law, was passed: “That for the 

enforcement of the provisions of the 
act of July 2, 1890, the sum of $500,- 
000 is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the treasury not heretofore 
appropriated to be expended under 
the direction of the attorney general 
in the employment of special counsel 
and agents of the department of justice 
to conduct proceedings suits and pros- 
ecutions under said acts in the courts 
of the United- States; provided, that 
no person shall be prosecuted or be 
subjected to any penalty or forfeiture 
for or on account of any transaction, 
matter or thing, concerning which he 
may testify or produce evidence, doc- 
umentary or otherwise, in any pro- 
ceeding, suit or prosecution under 
said acts; provided, further, that no 
person so testifying shall be exempt 
from prosecution or punishment for 
perjury committed in so testifying. 
This appropriation shall be immediate- 
ly available.” 

Washington, Dec. 19. — House — The 
house Thursday passed the bill to re- 
duce the duties on the products of the 
Philippine islands coming into the 
United States from 75 per cent, of the 
Dingley rates (the present duties) to 
25 per cent, of those rates. The dis- 
cussion of the bill was accompanied 
by considerable maneuvering in the 
democratic sid» to secure test votes 
on various amendments designed to 
lower the tariff barrier still further, 
and a record vote was forced on a 
motion to recommit with instructions 
to report a. bill providing for absolute 
free trade with the islands. The di- 
vision on this proposition was on par- 
ty lines with the exception of Mr.’ Mc-‘ 
Call (rep., Mass.), who voted with the 
democrats. The discussion of the pure 
food bill, which has been made a con 
tiniiing ord£f tmtil finally disposed of 
was begun. Mr. Tompkins (O.) and 
Mr. Adamson (Ga.) opened the debate 
respectively for and against the bill. 
Mr. Gardner (Mass.) opposed the bill. 
The McCall resolution, calling upon 
tne state department in the Venezue- 
lan embrogflo was adopted at the be- 
ginning of the session.
